News was brought by the steamer 
Olympia, which arrived yesterday, ol fur- 
ther successes by the Kwangsi rebels, 
wliose ever-growing armies were be- 
sieging Nnuaing on the West river at 
last reports. Fugitives who were Hying 
to Canton from the scenes of bloodshed, 
pillage, 11 in 1 rapine, reported that the 
slaughter tit Siting Shnng Fui, when that 
city fell, was awful. More than 1,000 
people were slaughtered, and their bod- 
ies left lying unburied in the streets, 
while the rebels burned and looted the 
stores, and houses. Terrible slaughter 
is also reported from other ruptured 
towns. Alter the capture of iLuug Chau, 
an important point on the Annan) bor- 
ders, messengers from the rebels went to 
the camp of General Ma's Imperial 
troops and urged them to join the rebels. 
The messengers stated that the rising 
was caused in consequence of the op- 
pression of missionaries and converts, 
and also because of the unbearable bur- 
den caused by the indemnity, One of 
these messengers was t alien before Gen- 
eral Ma, having asked for an audience 
with the leader of the Imperial forces. 
Two others secretly accompanied him, 
and after a chat with one of the gen- 
eral's secretaries, they were searched 
and revolvers found on them. The sec- 
retaries ordered the arrest ol" the other 
messenger, but before he was secured 
he fired four shots through the canvas 
of General Ma's tent, none of which did 
any damage. All were imprisoned nml 
were to have been shot, but with the 
assistance of some of the Imperial 
troops, they escaped. Three hundred of 
the Imperial troops deserted then, and 
several thousands followed a few days 
iter The imperial troops have been 
greatly weakened by desertions, and it 
was thought that they would be uuablo 
to opposo the rebels. However, General 
Ma took the field and in a battle with 
the rebels on April SI he lost over a thou- 
sand of his men. It was thought that 
these figures were based upon imagina- 
tive stories brought in by fugitive sold- 
iers, or panic stricken peasants who 
have been running in hundreds from 
their farms to the walled cities. In- 
vestigation showed, however, that the 
mortality was very grout, for days the 
people id' Manning had been bringing 
mutilated corpses of soldiers and villag- 
ers ashore, and giving them burial. 
.Nearly a thousand bodies "hud been taken 
from the river by the boatmen, and still 
I he bodies were lloating down the West 
river. .Not only were they the remains 
of soldiers, but also of rebels ami coun- 
try folk. 

i'he rebellion is strongly nnti-fOreigK, 
and much hatred is being sown against 
foreigners by reports emanating from 
(.'anion that the cholera there lias been 
caused by foreigners having poisoned 
the salt. Big placards have been posted 
on the walls of that port stating that 
foreigners have poisoned the river and 
walls a; a revenge for the Boxer rebel- 
lion. These placards have been posted 
through the agency of tTie rebels, who 
have an agency at Canton through which 
a steady supply of arms is being import- 
ed into the western part of Kwangsi — 
the rilles and ammunition being taken up 
the West river ostensibly as merchan- 
dise. <>ne large shipaient of rilles and 
ammunition, which was said to have 
been forwarded from San Francisco, 
was seized at Canton, and confiscated. 
Several arrests of rebels have also been 
made by the Imperial authorities, and 
life accused men were publicly executed 
at the Canton execution ground. 

In ollicial circles at Canton, says the 
Hongkong Telegraph, it was announced 
that all Marshal Su's command 1ms gone 
ever to the rebels. If this is true, it 
means that they have been reinforced 
by 20,0011 foreign-armed and foreign- 
drilled troops. The Hongkong paper 
says: "This force, with an intrepid 
leader, will not surrender to the Im- 
perial Black Kings. The march begun 
witli bloodshed, pillage and rapine, will 
increase like the rolling snow ball, and 
it seems as though there will be a sec- 
ond Taiping rebellion. Soldiers are be- 
ing hurried up the river from Canton 
anil overland to quell the outbreak, but 
it is questionable whether their efforts 
will be successful. That the whole coun- 
try is ripe and ready for insurrection can- 
not be denied. Robberies have become 
frequent in the interior, and one hears of 
sticks a yard and a half in length being 
driven into the grounds beside the paths 
outside the village, and that on them 
it is written, "It is not permissible to 
walk tit night; bullets show no favor." 
The continued period of drought litis also 
added much to the trouble in the south." 

A serious anti-foreign outburst oc- 
curred on April 2 at Ningpo. Some 
Chinese of Tab-how extracted a boy's 
eyes, giving it out that Roman Catholic 
missionaries of the vicinity, had offered 
a large price lor such it commodity. The 
report fired thu Chinese and they rebel- 
led Stones were thrown at the British 
consulate and the houses of foreigners 
surrounded by crowds, who showered 
them with stones. The bouses were 
barricaded by the owners, ami the riot- 
ers; kept at a distance by rilles. The 
British cruisers Arothusa and German 
gunboats Duehs and (icier were hur- 
riedly despatched to the scene, and on 
their arrival the rioters dispersed. Those 
who spread the rumor were arrested by 
the Taotai when the British consul ask- 
ed for explanations, and immediately 
executed. The warships then left, and 
the Chinese began rioting again imme- 
diately alter their departure. The situa- 
tion was considered serious. 

Russians have preferred n claim to the 
I'ekin government on account of the 
capture of 35 Russian brigands by Mnti- 
churinn villagers. It seems that the 
Russians were harrossiug some Man- 
churia*! villagers who combined forces 
and defeating the Russians in a stiff 
tight, captured 35 of them. The Chinese 
say there are numbers of starving Rus- 
sians in Manchuria whom they try to 
pacify by giving them houses, etc., but 
they live by pillage unci cause incessant 
trouble. On the other hand, there are 
Mnnchurian brigands who harry the 
Russians whenever they get a chance, 
and these have been stealing Russian 
uniforms and getting an advantage in 
that wav similar to Boer tactics. . 

The latest reports from Kansa aro 



that Duke Lau and Prince Tuan are 
actively marshaling their forces, and 
stirring tip the Mnhomedims. 

There is a sensation among tho ladles 
of the foreign legations at Pekiu. It 
seems that tit the audience given by the 
Dowager Empress to the ladies, there 
was a Chinese woman who spoke Ger- 
man. This woman was formerly the 
inmate of a house of prostitution, and 
became the concubine of a Chinese otll 
cial, who went as minister to Germany, 
where she learned some German. On 
thu death of the official she'resumed her 
former mode of life. A Tientsin corres- 
pondent in writing of the incident says 
that to the Chinese her summons to 
the palace is inexplicable, but they say 
the Bmnress Dowager is anxious to show 
that she hud intelligent people about her, 
and did violence alike to custom anil 
courtesy iu presenting a woman of her 
character as interpreter. The ladies, 
.Mrs. Conger and others, made much of 
her, not knowing who she was, hut now 
that the cat is out of the bag, there is 
a sensation. 

News comes from Newehwang of a 
steamer disaster as a result of over- 
crowding. A vessel capsized near that 
port and one hundred persons lost their 
livos.

Trail, May 2.— At a mass meeting of 
citizens tonight, resolutions were passed 
urging upon the Dominion government 
the importance of increasing the tariff on 
pig lend and lead manufactured pro- 
ducts, and asking for temporary relief 
from the depression in the silver-lead in- 
dustry by an increase in the bounty to 
$10 per ton the first year. 

Rossiand, May 2. — At a public meet- 
ing in the Board of Trade rooms here 
this evening the following resolution was 
unanimously carried for transmission to 
the federal cahil et: 

Whereas, the present import duties on 
lead and manufactured lend products are 
much below the parity of customs duties 
levied on similar classes of goods com- 
ing into Canada: Resolved, that the citi- 
zens of Rossiand strongly urge upon the 
Dominion govern.. .. t iie necessity of 
assisting the lead mining industry hy in- 
reasing the duties on pig lead, white 
lead, red lend and other manufactures of 
lead, and thereby furnishing the Cnna- 
lian producer of lead with an addition- 
al market in his own country; and whore- 
there is not being produced tit the 
present time, owing to tile low price of 
lead in ore. sutllcient lead bullion to cn- 
ble a refinery to earn the full amount 
f the Dominion bounty: Therefore he 
it further, 

Resolved that the government be re- 
piesled to increase the present bounty to 
510 per ton for the first year, $8 the sec- 
ond year, $0 the third year, $4 the fourth 
year, and .$2 the fifth year, providing 
that the total bounty paid in any one 
year shall not exceed $100,000.

Two Men Killed and a Number Injured 

Clyde, N. Y.. May 2.— The New York 
Central fast mail No. 3, westbound, col- 
lided with a fast freight going in the op 
posfte direction, ;i quarter of a mile wos 
of the station here at 5 p.m., killing tin 
engineer and fireman of the mail, and 
seriously injuring 13 mail clerks. The 
fast freight was going east on track No.

Vancouver, B. (,'., May 2.— (Special.)— ' 
The aiieged delay of the port doctor 
in inspecting incoming ships, is to be 
the subject of discussion at Tuesday"*; 
meeting of the council of the Board oT ; 
Trade. Also the port warden dues. The' 
'Board of Trade have had complaints of j 
alleged inconvenient delays of shipping i 
masters in waiting for the inspection of j 
passengers and crew by the doctor. Fre- 
quently the complaints exaggerated the! 
circumstances referred to, ami it prac- 
tically resolves itself into a question I 
of the exact duties of a port doctor. The I 
delay is usually from half an hour to an 
hour, ami the question arises whether a 
do: tor is warranted in compelling ships 
to wait this length of time for him, be- 
fore they can get into direct communi- 
cation with the port, or whether the doe- j 
lor should be on the Avharf when the 
steamer arrives, or at least ten minutes 
or so after she casts off her lines. Ship- 
ping masters say that the latter rule 
should prevail. Port doctors apparently! 
from the methods adopted since Van- 
couvcr was a port of call think other- 
wise. The question of port warden 
dues is another important question. 
The Board of Trade have the li.xing of 
these dues. Among them is a fee of 
tflO for the inspection of the storage of 
all grain in vessels leaving this port. 
Sometimes a delay of an hour is caused 
waiting for the port warden to inspect 
a few tons of grain, when the inspection 
■woe intended to apply to an entire ship 
Joad, to prevent improper stowing of the 
dangerous cargo.

Capetown, May 2.-Keports which 
have reached here via Port Mulloth. 
Western Cape Colony, dated April 10, 
are to the effect that British columns 
lire now in close touch witli the British 
garrison at Ookiep (about ill) miles in- 
land from Port MoTtoth), and that the 
relief of the British force there is prac- 
tically completed. 

The plucky little garrison at Ookiep 
has been closely invested by the Boers 
for weeks past, and has put up a defence 
which can be compared to that of Mafe- 
king. The defenders of Ookiep suffered 
comparatively few casualties, but they 
were subjected to constant sniping and 
had occasional sharp brushes with the 
Boers. On the night of April 15, 40 
Boers rushed the outposts on a kopje 
held by 20 of the British garrison. The 
Boers were repulsed and the British had 
four men wounded. 

Heliograph communication has now 
been established between Ookiep and 
IClinfontein, 50 miles, distant. It has 
in this wav been learned that the wo- 
men and children nt Ookiep hail taken 
refuge in a fortified school house. Three 
civilians and one girl have been killed in 
the town by long range lire from the 
Boers, but the population is cheerful and 
confident. 

Pretoria, May 2.— Col. Barker reports 
that on April 80 he captured Commander 
Manie Botha, his adjutant and 11 others 
near Frankl'onl, Orange River Colony. 
This is regarded as important, as Manie 
Ho! ha is a nephew of the commumlei- 
gencral. and Con. Dewet's ablest lieu- 
tenant.

Mr. Kirkland, of Los Angeles, on the 
Tourist Trade. 

.Mr. D. W. Kirkland, of Los Angeles, 
who is on his way to London, where lie 
.will witness the coronation festivities, 
is staying at the Driard hotel. .Mr.

Quite a licet of sealing schooners sail- 
ed into James Bay with the fair winds 
o£ yesterday. The Ocean liover, ('apt. 
id. \K Kobbins, was the, lirst to arrive, 
bringing IUU skins to show for her <>"' 
days scaling. The schooner Vera, sailed 
in after her with o.'J skins taken in UU 
days cruising, with a white crew of Ul 
men. The Teresa, Uapt. 1). livers, was 
the next to arrive, with a catch of 1-7 
skins, and the Libbie followed her about 
2 p. m. with MS skins. The Vera came 
in minus her master and a number of 
hunters. Capt. Copelaud, who went froni 
here on the Vera, left her at I'aquinua 
Hay, together with It. Kiuery, K. Hur- 
ley >>nd i'\ I'ottinger, the first two named 
hunters and the latter boat puller. The 
four took two boats, and live ritles, their 
rubber boots, tobacco, in fact they were 
well provided, but from advices since 
received from them one of the boats cap- 
sized in the surf and the Captain, Emery 
and I'ottinger, who were in that 'boat, 
had hard work in getting ashore. They 
lost twe rilles. 

A number of schooners were reported 
by the incoming vessels. The Uiubrina, 
which arrived here on February 13 in 
distress, ran into a bank of seals ufl Cape 
Blanco soon atter she went out again, 
and on April liij she had 2S0 skins on 
board. When the Umbrina was in port 
sonic of her hunters left her, and two 
boats were secured here. The C L>. 
Baud, Capt. Searle, had 154 skins on 
the U-lth of April. The Arietis was 
spoken by the Libbi'e on the 25th April 
with 117 skins, and the Zillah May. Capt. 
Balcom on the day before with 7- skins. 
The iBeatrice, Capt. Olson, had IMS skins 
on the 24th. The Favorite, Capt. Mc- 
Laiu, had 75 skins and the Penelope, 02. 
The Otto, Capt. Ciosse, is reported with 
1)0 skins. The South Bend was seen off 
Clayoquot on the 22nd with 1-1. 

The schooner Casco, which put into 
Bamlield creek in February with 10U 
skins, when working northward, is ex- 
pected to make a good catch. Sealers 
look for about -100 skins by her, ami the- 
Ainoka and Hatzie, which were working 
towards the fairweather grounds, are 
also expected to have good catches, 
which may bring up the average' catch 
per schooner. Twelve schooners, which 
have reported of the 2U sealing, have 
1,422 skius, an average of 11S'/L> skins 
to the schooner, and unless the remain- 
ing schooners of the Ueet have better 
catches, the outlook will be poor in com- 
parison to last year, in which, although 
it was a poor reason the schooners toojf 
an average of 220 skins to the schooner. 

All the incoming schooners tell of the 
terrible gales of February 11, 17, aud 
March 4, and the incessant storms which 
intervened between the more heavy gales. 
During February there were few lever- 
ing days. The schooners Vera and Ter- 
esa report that there did not seem to be 
as many seals as last year on the coast, 
while mi the other hand, Capt. Delouch- 
re.v, of the Libbie, says that had il nut 
been for the bail weather there would 
have been a fair catch, for the seals 
were mere plentiful than last year, tiff 
Vancouver Island, and in the south. :ik 
well, there wore numbers. April was a 
fair month, the 25r.h and 27th being es- 
pecially good hunting days. 

According to advices brought by tho 
st?ainer Olympia, which arrived from 



Japan, the schooner Ueneva lost four 
oonls overboard in a heavy gale encoon- 
tered when 150 miles southeast of Vladi- 
vostok The schooner shipped a sen 
which broke two boats and washed two 
ut hits away. ('apt. Burns reported that 
lie feared other schooners would be 
caught in the storm. Some days after- 
wards tin' Japanese schooner tMiye -Main 
pin into Hakodate with six of her boats 
suuc, and her bulwarks stove in by a 
heavy sea shipped during the same gale. 
She had taken skins. The Geneva 
had HO. The Japanese sealers reported 
that then.' were a large number of seals 
in the Japan sea.

Derelict Lumber Schooner Righted and 
Being Bepaired. 

The schooner Amethyst, which drifted 
into Barkley Sound six weeks ago. and 
alter being looted by Indians broke 
adrift, is at Village island, where she 
is being repaired by U. Bishop, the con- 
tractor of this city, who is building a 
three story hotel at San Juan. The 
Amethyst has been righted -she was 
bottom up when she was drifting in 
Barkley Sound- and she li.'s in shallow 
water on an even keel. The hole which 
Indians cut in her bottom to endeavor 
t, get cargo out of the vessel, has been 
patched ami the salvors were pumping 
out her hold and cabins. Her cabins re- 
vealed no clue to the tragedy up to the 
time (Nipt. Kobbins of the schooner 
Ocean Hover left Village islam!. The 
cabins were empty of everything except 
a fog horn. .Nut a trace was found of 
the remains of ("apt. Zimmerman or his 
live associates, who were on the schooner 
when she turned turtle during the Feb- 
ruary gule, in which the schooner It. I. 
-Morse was lost. The Amethyst was 
bound from San Francisco to Suisbtw 
river to load lumber, and sin: never 
reached her loading port. She capsized 
and drifted with the current, which 
brought the Laura Dike and Beliance 
derelicts to the Vancouver Island coast. 
After being temporarily repaired, her 
rescuers will have to turn her over 
to Collector Milne, receiver of wrecks, 
who will communicate with her owners. 
The rescuers wilj make a claim against 
'.he schooner for the work done by them, 
and if tiie owners do not abandon their 
claim, the vessel wili probably bo sold 
to pay the claim made against her. 

OLYMPIA AH4MVF.S. 

Northern Pacific Liner lias Good Pas- 
sage From 'pie Orient. 

Steamer Olympia, which arrived at the 
Outer wharf yesterday morning from the 
Orient, had SS Chinese passengers, of 
whom 01 debarked here. She had 51 
Japanese passengers, 35 of whom left 
the vessel here. In the saloon there 
were two passengers, Mr. and Mrs. Cod* 
dington, tiie former having been in the 
employ of the adjutant's otllce at Manila. 
The cargo consisted of 700 tons weight, 
consigned through, including some new- 
tea, and 115 tons of general cargo were 
landed at the Outer wharf before the 
steamer continued her voyage to Tneoma 
yesterday afternoon. The Olympia bad a 
fair voyage. She had strong gales with 
a high sea, with rainy and squally wea- 
ther to the meridian, and thence wester- 
ly winds and fine weather to port. She 
sighted two steamers and three sailing 
vessels outbound.

Hill, telegraphic reports of which have 
already been published. The murderer 
is a man of Ob or 05 years of ago, his 
victim being about 35. The men had 
i. ecu friends, hut tjuarrelod. However 
this y.-ns patched up. and on Saturday 
evening I'nuquette went to Legere's 
house. He carried a loaded rifle n, 
acted strangely. lie had earlier in tin 
day told .Mrs. I.egere that he would 
shoot her if she went to Notch Hill on 
horseback ."gain, giving as his reason 
that she went there "to see eome 1 



After the two men talked for some 
time, Legere invited I'uiKiuetle to stay 
all night, and was arranging a bed for 
him whoa Pauquette, who hud retained 
his gun, tired and killed the other man, 
and then struck him over the head with 
the weapon. Mrs. iLegere fled from 
the house, pursued by Panquette, who 
struck her on the head with the rilie. 
hut she managed to escape to a neigh- 
bor's house, a quarter of a mile dis- 
tant. Help was secured as Legere's 
four-year-old daughter was asleep J K 
the place, and the mother feared for her 
safety. Everyone was afraid to enter 
the house before daylight, nnd in the 
meantime PauqUette left. The child 



wns found uninjured, and Panquette 
was later arrested at Khuswnp A ver- 
dict of murder was brought in by the 
coroner's jury, and he is held for trial. 
The motive for the crime probably has 
its origin in the passion Panquette en- 
tertained for Mrs. Legere, who frankly 
stated that he had often told her he 
loved her, but she had never thought 
he meant it seriously. Her husband 
knew of this nnd told her to pay no 
attention to him. There was evidently 
more in his declaration than either J.e- 
gere or Iris wife drenmeel, and this, to- 
gether with the 'effects of a prolonged 
debauch are no rloubt responsible for 
the tragedy.

The attention of Mr. John Masson. the 
tlsh warden of the district. Is called to the 
fact that Indians are using nets Illegally 
In the Courtney river. That there may be 
no mistake, we will describe the operation. 
Two canoes start at the head -of a pool 
wluh a net stretched on poll's and held by 
Indians so that the whole pool can he 
swept, and go right down' the full length 
of the pool. The next pool Is then visited 
and so on to the mouth of the river, the 
operation beginning far above tide water 
or tidal Influence. The meshes of the net 
are not calculated to allow salmon to en- 
ter, nothing but trout can ever be taken 
with them in that river and whenever there 
Is a run of trout Into the pools, these In- 
dians take their nets ugi the river.

RIFLE SHOOTING. 



Col. Hughes and Hon. Dr. Borden agree 
on the high value of target shooting as a 
method of gutting a non-military people tire- 
pared lo defend themselves against Inva- 
sion, says the Montreal Star. It would be 
difficult, with the Boer war In progress, to 
tlud any one with another opinion. A peo- 
ple who know how to handle the modern 
rille and the trenching spade need fear 
little from a hostile force. 

The trouble seems to be to get our people 
practising. The Boer was compelled, by 
the conditions of his life lo lie a good 
marksman; but some peaceful Canadians 
have more use fur skill with the cultivator 
op the telephone. We mount electric ears 
when the Boer swings himself into the sad- 
dle; and most of us have more practice In 
talking than stalking. 

Still we must shoot straight and take cov- 
er quickly if we are to relieve ourselves of 
the necessity of supporting a standing 
army. And this only conies by use. If 
Invasion threatened, our people would jint- 
rlotieiilly take up the duty of drill and rille 
practice with great enthusiasm; bin our 
very security keeps them from turning 
aside from the absorbing occupation of 
money-getting. 

The one chance for general rille practice 
amongst us, the conditions being what they 
arc, is to gel It regarded as a popular 
amusement. Col. Hughes Is right in want- 
ing to catch the riflemen young. If we can 
encourage all our young fellows Into going 
to the rille range as the - now flock to the 
grand stand of a fooCbiill or baseball 
ground, the problem will he solved. For 
It is a fascinating sport; and one which 
run be continued well up to the borderland 
of old age. 

The government should do what It can 
to popularize target practice bv providing 
good ranges, easy of access, and putting it 
ivlthlug the reach of every young man to 
get the use of a first class rifle and plenty 
of ammunition. If rille clubs tilled the land 
an Invader would never tl'Iuk of erterlng 
It.

Mr. Speaker took the chair at 8:30 
p.m. 

Resuming his remarks on the estimates 
Mr. Murphy said there was another light 
in which the balance sheet of the prov- 
ince should be received, and that was ns 
to the total debt on which the province 
was now compelled to pay interest and 
sinking fund, which debt exceeded the to- 
tal net debt which he had already point- 
ed out would 1>c $0,2S0,000 after the is- 
sue of the new loan. This excess was 
caused by the fact that whilst the total 
liabilities of the province were practically 
all interest hearing on the one hand, on 
the other, of all the assets only the sink- 
ing fund was interest bearing. The in- 
terest bearing debt of the province made 
up from the balance sheet of .Tune oO, 
HKfl, and including the proposed new 
load was $ll,20!),9S(i,/ Deducting frdni

numbers. $10.2."it 1,(100. And this was ex- 
elusive of the railway glinril lltees given 
by the province, all of which entailed 
further fixed annual charges on the prov- 
ince and would be referred to. later. 

Now. whilst it had been said, and be 
thought finite reasonably said, that the 
net debt of the province of $9,280,000 
was not a ruinous charge, looking to the 
future, which, it might safely be con- 
tended, was in store for the province, 
the fact that the interest bearing debt 
would, as soon as the new loan was 
limited, be $10.2."><I.(MK), was a very seri- 
ous matter, inasmuch as provision for 
int. -rest and sinking fund must be an- 
nually made out of the present reserve 
therefor, and rosy dreams of the future 
would not furnish the cold cai-h which is 
a present annual necessity. 

He proposed to examine just how much 
this fixed charge on the revenue would 
amount t... The provision for interest 
end sinking fund on the public de1>l in 
the present estimates was $48S.140.13, 
exclusive of the $10,(K10 debentures to lie 
paid off in connection with the Parlia- 
ment Building 'Equipment Act, ISilT. The 
payment of interest mi dyking accounts 
for the year ending June 30, 1901. was 
SJ-I.I-22.S-I, and from the remarks of the 
Finance Minister, it was evident that 
this amount would increase rather than 
decrease since in the same year the gov- 
ernment paiil out $122,900 on construc- 
tion account, which most now be bearing 
interest, which the .statements of the 
Finance .Minister showed the province 
would have to pay. In addition, the 
province paid in the year 1901 as inter- 
est, on railway guarantees, the sum of 
$0(1,103, so that the total charges on the 
revenue, taking the Finance Minister's 
own figures, were:

As the total revenue of the province 
for the year ending June 30, 1901, was

ing the matter of arrears, which could 
not be treated as ordinary revenue, and 
the fixed charges for debt and guaran- 
tees amounted to over one-third of the 
actual revenut collected and about 3d 
per cent, of the estimated revenue, 't his, 
then, was the position of the country, 
even taking the Finance Minister's (in- 
ures as correct, that its debt ami guaran- 
tee charges consumed 30 per emit of its 

total revet If to this be added the 

other fixed charges, nanieiy, civil gov- 
ernment salaries, administration of jus- 
tice salaries, legislation, public institu- 
tions maintenance, hospitals and char- 
ities, administration of justice other than 
salaries, education, transport aro.l reven- 
ue services, which, according to the gov- 
ernment, have been made up with a view- 
to the strictest economy, and which, in 
the estimates, amount to $1,103,21 7.. 
they had the grand total of fixed charges 
■ oi the revenue of $1.75li,8S2, ami if to 
this he added the item of miscellaneous, 
being iii tin. present estimates $137,570, 
and which must lie treated likewise as 
a fixed charge, since ii occurs continu- 
ously in the accounts, the grand total of 
tixi'd charges amounts to $1.N{>4,452, 
which practically eats up the whole of 
the revenue of the country, even as esti- 
mated by tlie Finance Minister, leaving 
practically nothing for even the mainten- 
ance ot buildings, roods, streets and 
bridges, to say nothing of new work to 
open up the country. So much for the 
balance sheet of the province. 

To turn now to the present estimates, 
be wished to compliment the lion, the 
Minister of Finance on the careful man- 
lier in which the expected revenue had 
been made up with one exception, but 
that was ii very important one. namely, 
the collection of arrears. Apart from 
this the various items showed an ad- 
vance, but not a greater one than he 
thought could be reasonably expected on 
the actual revenue received up to June 
.''•ii, 1901, Hut the Finance Minister, in 
order to make Ins estimates appeal' ns 
if they did not entail a very heavy defi- 
cit, had padded his receipts to the tune 
of $:i20.000, by estimating thai be would 
collect that amount of back faxes, lie 
believed it would 'be perfectly fair to dis- 
regard this collection of arrears entirely 
and set off such collections ns might be 
made against deficits which would cer- 
tainly occur in the other It ems. If the 
nrrears were deducted, the estimated 
revenue of the province would be $1,902,- 
5(18. as compared with $1 ,li(K">.020.o7 ac- 
tually collected for the year ending 1901. 
'This showed a supposed inn-ease for 
W03 of $290,000 over the revenue for 
1!Hll. a large but possibly no! an unreas- 
onable sum, if it were granted that some 
collections of arrears would take ptaee. 

But if he could congratulate th.. 
Finance Minister on his estimate of re- 
ceipts he was sorry he could not do so 
in reference to bis proposed expendi- 
ture. Every item of these exceeded the 
nctlllll expenditure of 1901 except hos- 
pitals and charities, public works and 
miscellaneous, and with regard to this 
last, he thought the Finance Minister 
bad made an erroneous statement, as lie 
would endeavor to show later. 

Civil government salaries showed an 
increase of $31,000, in round numbers, 
over the amount paid in 1001. The ex- 
cuse offered 'by the Finance Minister did 
not apply because in 1991 the salaries in 
Land Registry ofllces were charged to 
the account of civil government salaries, 
just tis they ViefO at present. Ho fancied 
:i substantial reduction should be made 
in salaries. 

lie would give the Finance Minister 
credit Tor having in a great measure 
successfully grappled with two very diffi- 
cult questions. He referred to schools

He repeated the charge that in appro 
printing this small amount of money, tin 
opposition members had been unduly dis 
criminated against. He asked a compari- 
son of the actual amounts expended oi 
loads, streets and bridges in 1901 with 
the amounts proposed to be expended in 

1902. The figures were in 17 govern 
meiit constituencies in 1901, $251,120; it 

1903. $232,950. In the face of this be did 
not think the opposition could be 
(•used of unfair tactics, and in putting 
forward the contention that the govern- 
ment hail discriminated unduly against 
inetnhors of that body, when framing th 
estimates. 

Referring to his own riding of AVest 
Vale, he desired to call attention to the 
fact that there was no provision there 
for paying road superintendents. That 
would bring c It t vote down to about $!).• 
000, a less amount than was required hist 
year for ordinary repair work. The road 
from Spenee's Bridge to Princeton was 
one of [be most important in the province 
ind I. with the exception of the Cari- 
boo road, he ventured to state more traf- 
fic passed over it than over any other pro- 
vincial road. It was now in very bad 
shape. Again, the road from Hope to 
Popcorn had been built for a con 
sideralile distance along the hank of tin 
Fraser with the result that each sprin>. 
large sections of it were washed away. 
He had laid these facts before the Lands 
and Works department and had so far 
convinced the officials there of the justi 
of these claims that they had agreed 
and hud promised to recommend thai not 
less than $13,500 should he made as a 
minimum appropriation for the riding 
He believed the department had so re 
commended, yet the estimates brought 
down only sit iwed $10,500. 

There was also a small amount of new 
work necessary in West Vale to serve 
a most promising mining camp— that of 
Aspen (}rovc.

Hon. Mr. Wells explained that a sur- 
vey and estimates had shown that tlie 
bridge would cost $25,000, an amount 
which the (raffle did not warrant. A 
bridge would cost at least $1,000 a year, 
apart from repairs, as its life would not 
be more than 25 years at the most. 

Mr. Murphy emphasized what had 1 n 

said by the hon. member for Alberni ns 
to the method adopted of voting the 
moneys for public works in a lump sum. 

He concluded by charging the gov- 
ernment with insinceritj and incapacity, 
ond worthy the condemnation of the 
1 louse. 

Mr. Fulton's amendment was then put 
and defeated on a vole of 1.1 to 12. Sev- 
eral members were absent or paired. 

Mr. Taylor protested against what he 
described as th,, favoritism shown to 
Victoria in the estimates He complain- 
ed of the decreases in "expenditure on 
public work and read long extracts from 
Mr. Turner's budget speech of last year 
to show that the government policy then 
was to spend large amounts on' roads 
nnd bridges and should have been "adher- 
ed to. He was of opinion that the civil 
service should be placdj on a new- 
basis and that promotions and increases 
in salaries should be made for merit 
only. He charged that McKilleen, in- 
«peetor of roads and trails, had been 
appointed as a reward for political ser- 
vices. 

Hon. Mr. Wells indignnntly denied the 
allegation. 

'Mr. Taylor also took exception (,, the 
proposed increase in the salary of the 
Chief Commissioner's secretary, an U II1- 



cial who might well be dispensed with. 
He objected strongly to the appoint- 
ment of the Commissioner of Fisheries, 
and the employment of an agent to look 
after freight rates. He pointed out that 
the increases in salaries hail been luiulo 
in Victoria, while those of some Of the 
official* in the interior had been reduced. 
He went on to criticize other .changes 
in salaries, among others that of the 
Clerk of the House, whicli was greater 
than the sessional indemnity to members. 
He claimed that Revelstoko _bad been 
unfairly dealt with in t"e matter of the 
educational grant, and in the appropria- 
tion for roads, streets and bridges. 

With reference to the bonus to a 
steamer on the Columbia river, Mr. lay- 
lor claimed that the government had 
broken their promise.
